50 REDS ARRESTED FOR 
PARADE NEAR WHITE HOUSE 


Police Break Up Demonstration in Protest’ 
Against Hoover Business Conferences 
and Policy in Haiti. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 14.—A 
group of approximately 50 persons 
who professed allegiance to the 
Communist Party of America were 
arrested in front of the White 
House today for making a demon- 
stration against the Hoover policy 
in Haiti and the administration's 
business conferences. 

The technical charge lodged 
against the group was parading 
without a permit. 

Boos, hisses and catcalls directed 
at the White House and the Wash- 
ington police resounded among the 
crowd as the police halted the pa- 
rade. The paraders submitted 
peacefully te arrest. 

Just as the arrest was made, a 
White House limousine rolled into 
the north gate of the grounds and 
the crowd jeered the empty car. 

Some of the banners carried by 
paraders read: 

“The Stimson note to the Soviet 
Union was a war note.” 

“The Hoover business conference 


means a new attack on the work- 
ing masses.“ 

“The Kellogg peace pact is Wall 
street’s declaration of war.” . 

“Defend the revolting masses of 
Haitians against Wall street im- 
perialism.” 

“The Hoover conference was a 
declaration of war against the 
working masses.” 

The parade in front of the White 
House and State Department had 
been set for 2 o’clock this after- 
noon, but was delayed, it is said, 
to enable photographers to get on 
location so the demonstration could 
be recorded. However, no photog- 
raphers were present when the 
arrests were made.

INDICTED FOR EVADING 


$300,000 INCOME TAX 


. Contractor Said to Have Got 


$1,000,000 Out of $4,000,- 
000 Work in Chicago Area.

CHICAGO, Dec. 14.—Four mil- 
lion dollars worth of contracts for 
public improvements in the Chi- 
cago metropolitan area netted 
George L. Chamberlain $1,000,000 
and another $500,000 remains un- 
accounted for, the Government 
charges in proceedings started by 


grand jury indictments returned 
‘yesterday. — . 


Chamberiain, president of the 
U. 8. A. Co., electrical contractors, 
was indicted for wilfully attempt- 
ing to evade payment of $300,000 
income tax for 1926, 1927 and 
1928. In another indictment Fred 
W. Rhoades, treasurer of the com- 
pany, was accused of failing to 
supply information to the Internal 
Revenue Collector. 

The indictment resulted from 
an investigation of contracts of 
the Chicago Sanitary District, car- 
ried on by United States District 
Attorney George E. Q. Johnson. 
The U. S. S. A. Co. received about 
15 contracts for $4,000,000 worth 
of work from the Sanitary District, 
the Chicago Board of Education, 
the board of local improvements 
and the village of Portage Park. 

Of the $4,000,000, only $2,500,- 
000 was paid out for work on the 
contracts, according to the true 
bills. The Government charges 
that Chamberlaiz, paid himself a 
salary of $1,000,000, checking it 
off against expenses and job costs. 

Chamberlain’s income for the 
three years was given as $1,503,- 
802, and the Government claimed 
$196,812 in taxes plus penalty and 
interest, bringing the claim up to 
$300,000. 

Chamberlaia had reported in- 
come of $472,783 and paid a total 
tax of $74,161.

The Transportation Survey Com- 
mission proposes to round up its 
work and prepare a final report 
by March 1, including a recom- 
mendation for financing street 
transportation improvements, un- 
der a program adopted at a meet- 
ing yesterday. 

Appointment of a special com- 
mittee by Chairman Russell to in- 
quire into how the improvements 
in the street railway system recom- 
mended by R. F. Kelker Jr., the 


commission’s engineer, cofild be fi- 
nanced was authorized. This spe- 
cial committee is to include the 
City Comptroller and City Coun- 
selor and representatives of the 
commercial and investment bank- 
ing institutions, as well as any 
members of the Transportation 
Survey Commission the chairman 
may see fit to appoint. 

The motion to create such a 
committee was made by Mayor Mil- 
ler and seconded by Erastus Wells 
after the suggestion was submit- 
ted in memorandum form by Har- 
old M. Bixby. It was adopted 
a opposition.

In saving of time between resi- 
dential sections and downtown, 
which he said would “minimize 
the need for expensive rapid tran- 
sit facilities,” Kelker submitted the 
following estimates: 


“Points on the Broadway and 
Bellefontaine lines in the northeast 
and southeast sections of the city 
will be brought from five to 12 
minutes closer to the business dis- 
trict in point of street car travel- 
ing time. 

“Widening and opening of Gra- 
vois avenue together with rerout- 
ing of the Cherokee line will de- 
erease the time necessary to travel 
from Eighth and Olive streets to 
points on Gravois avenue in the 
southwest section by from seven 
to 14 minutes. 

“Time now required to travel 
from the downtown district to 
points on the northwest side 
will be reduced by from five to 10 
minutes.“ 

Calls Olive St. Service First Rate. 

He said saving in time to the 
west end would not be so marked, 
as the west end lines now had the 
best equipment and were compara- 
tively direct. In fact, he said, the 
purpose of his plan was to make 
service throughout the city com- 
parable to than now given on 
Olive street which he said was as 
good as any street car service in 
the country.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 14. — The 
Senate today passed the bill pro- 
viding for a $160,000,000 income 
tax reduction.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 14. — Ob- 
literating all political lines save 
one, the administration’s $160,000,- 
000 tax reduction resolution is ex- 
pected to be adopted by the Sen- 
ate today. 

Republican regulars and Demo- 
crats were united in supporting the 
tax cut and approval by a wide 
majority was indicated. Only a 
small band of Indepedent Repub- 
licans from the West were opposed 
to the measure and while their op- 
position was of a determined na- 
ture, they apparently had no in- 
tention of preventing a vote. 

Under the resolution, 1 per cent 
would be lopped from all normal 
income tax rates, both corporation 


and individual the reduction apply- 
ing to taxes on incomes of the

Agreement on a definite hour 
for voting was blocked, not by the 
Independents, but by Senator Jones 
of Washington, the assistant Re- 
publican leader, who said he 
wanted ample time for the pre- 
sentation and consideration of 
amendments. Opposition to such 
an agreement had been expressed 
by Brookhart of Iowa, Howell of 
Nebraska and McMasters of South 
Dakota, but withdrawn. | 

The proposed reduction in corp- 
oration taxes furnished the basis 
of the Independent group’s objec- 
tion. Its members assert that the 
corporations have already passed 
on to the consumer the taxes to 
be levied on their incomes of this 
year and the reduction is, there- 
fore, in effect, a clear bonus to 
the corporations. 

This view is opposed by Smoot 
of Utah, and Simmons of North 
Carolina, spokesmen for the Re- 
publican and Democratic member- 
ships on revenue questions through 
their positions as chairman and 
ranking minority member of the 
Finance Committee, 


Both expressed the opinion that 
only in a few negligible cases 
would the tax cut take on the 
nature of a bonus to corporations, 
and. in addition, argued that the 
proposed slash would be beneficia! 
to business and serve as a psy- 
chological and practical stimulus to 
trade. 

Before reaching a final vote on 
the measure, the Senate was called 
upon to dispose of an amendment 
offered by Cousens, (Rep.) Mich- 
igan, providing that the capital 
gains and losses tax be reduced 
trom 12% to 10 per cent. The 
Treasury has approved this pro- 
posal in principle, but has declared 
that the present fiscal condition of 
the Government does not warrant 
approval of the amendment now. 

The tax reduction has already 
been adopted by the House and 
after adoption by the Senate the 
signature of President Hoover is 
the only additional step needed to 
make it effective.

The approval, however, was held 
necessary for fear that chaos would 
be ahead should the Government 
be defeated or should the Reichs- 
tag be dissolved and new elections 
made necessary as was threatened 
by the Ministry. 

The Government in defending 
its program which calls for the 
reduction of taxes in some in- 
stances and increases in others, 
warned that should it be defeated 
the second Hague conferénce on 
the Young plan probably would be 
postponed indefinitely and that in 
the end the Young’ plan itself 
would be jeopardized. 

So great were the Armenien in 
the way of rallying the coalition 
parties that the Reichstag was 
compelied to adjourn ‘at noon to.

four minutes. After a short but 
sensational and highly dramatic 
hatte, McLarnin stretched the 
Jewish boy on the canvas for the 
‘nll count of 10 with only 52 See- 
onds of the second round clapsed. 

There had been some talk de- 
foreharé that Ruby would not or 
could not “take it” but the pride 
of the East Side gave a magnifi- 
cent exhibition of courage and 
gameness before he was battered 
to a imp hulk by the terrific 
punching of one of the hardest hit- 
ters of modern ring history for his 
size. It was the end of another 
broken trail for Goldstein but Ruby 
won the admiration, the roars of 
a capacity crowd of close to 26,000 
even though he was hopelessty out- 
classed by a greater fighter. 

Goldstein Down Early. 

Goldstein was floored twice by 
McLarnin’s slashing attack before 
he took the final count. Only the 
bell saved the Jewish youth from 
a knockout in the first round.

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Construction of a garbage incin- 
eration plant in the central part of 
the city by private interests to dis- 
pose of municipal garbage was rec- 
ommended to the Board of Alder- 
men yesterday by its Streets Com- 
mittee, although the Board of Es- 
timate and Apportionment has 
urged renewal of a hog-feeding dis- 
posal contract, for lack of time to 
consider another method, and the 
city owns a small incineration plant 
which has been abandoned because 
it was too costly to operate. 

A five-year contract under which 
the city pays M. Stanley Rea 74 
cents a ton to haul garbage from a 
dock at the foot of Chouteau ave- 
nue to Establishment Island, 56 
miles down the river, where he fat- 
tens his own hogs, will expire in 
February. The Board of Estimate, 
comprising the Mayor, Comptrol- 
ler and President of the Board of 
Aldermen, vöted a month ago in 
favor of a new five-year hog-feed- 
ing contract, holding that a short 
term would be unsatisfactory. 

The Streets Committee recom- 
mended that the Board of Public 
Service take alternate bids for two 
and five year hog-feeding disposal, 
but said this method could not be 
relied upon permanently, and 
urged incineration as the city’s 
policy. It proposed that private 
interests operate the new plant for 
15 years, with the option of pur- 
chase by the city after five, 10 or 
15 years. 

Research Bureau's View. 

The Bureau of Municipal Re- 
search, which has studied the sub- 
ject, recently declared there have 
been no objections under Rea’s 
contract requiring the city to aban- 
don the hog-feeding method “in fa- 
var of expensive tncfneration or re- 
cuction plants. 

Director of Streets and Sewers 
Brooks, who accompanied the 
Streets Committee on a recent 
junket to Eastern and Canadian 
cities to inspect garbage handling 
practices, wrote the committee’s re- 
port, after four sessions with the 
committee from which newspaper 
men were excluded, although alder- 
manic committees rarely bar re- 
porters. Arthur C. Meyers, engi- 
neer in the Comptroller's office. 
who also made the trip, reported to 
the Board of Estimate last month 
that incineration would cost $2 to 
$3 a ton for disposal, plus a heavy 
expense for fuel or for collection 
of rubbish with which to burn the 
garbage. 8 

Action on Report Deterred. 

On motion of Alderman Wiehe, | 
consideration of approval of the 
committee’s report was deferrred 
by the board yesterday to give 
members time to study it. The 
Public Utilities Committee, of 
which Wiehe is chairman, had 
recomemnded erection of the pres- 
ent $70,000 incinerator at the foot 
of Chouteau avenue about seven 
years ago, but Wiehe pointed out 
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Streets Committee submitted a 
minority report recommending al- 
ternate bids for hog feeding, in- 
cineration and reduction, to deter- 
mine which is the most satisfactory 
and economical method. He de- 
clared it would cost the city $100,- 
000 a year for coal for incinerat- 
ing, in addition to labor handling 
the fuel, or $600,000 annually to 
collect rubbish for fuel He said 
the Aldermen should not restrict 
the Board of Public Service, of 
which Director Brooks is a mem- 
ber, to any method when no city 
official has reliable information 
about the cost of incineration or 
reduction. Those signing the ma- 
jority report were Aldermen Fett, 
Bergmann, William F. Nieder- 
luecke, Wetzel, Krueger and Otto. 


City’s Finances Considered. 

The majority report agreed to a 
proper regard for the city’s finan- 
cial condition, but said this must 
yield to the factor of abating nui- 
sance in the handling of garbage. 
It said the present. system requires 
longer hauls by the garbage col- 
lection wagons than would a cen- 
tral incinerator, and that the wag- 
ons are overloaded, for lack of 
funds to buy sufficient é@quipment, 
and consequently cannot be cov- 
ered.

The committee did not 
recommend purchase of additional 
tractors and trailors for garbage 
colection until the $50,000 worth 
of such equipment, which the city 
has owned since 1924, but never 
used, has been tried in outlying 
districts. The tractors and trailers 
have been idle because the Chou- 
teau avenue dock would not ac- 
commodate them but recently the 
Government consented to a recon- 
struction of this dock which would 
overcome that condition. The Bu- 
reau of Municipal Research and 
Engineer Meyers have urged early 
adoption of the tractor-trailer sys- 
tem as a means of materially re- 
ducing garbago collection costs and 
eliminating complaints.

FOR SUNDAY HUNTING 


Lone Rabbit Costs Three of 
Them $89.95 in Fines in 
Lincoln County. 


Five nights in jail for one of 
them and fines and costs aggre- 
gating $29.95 represent part of the 
cost of a day’s hunting trip Gus 
Oross and two other St. Louisans 
took in Lincoln County Dec, 1, un- 
aware until his arrest by county 
officers of a law prohibiting hunt- 
ing on Sundays. 

Oross, a painter, who lives at 
1609 Menard street, accompanied 
by M. E. Williams, a piano sales- 
man, 2314 Virginia avenue, and 
Peter Fog, a delivery truck driver, 
1854 South Ninth street, had just 
shot a rabbit, the extent of their 
day’s bag, when they were arrest- 
ed. Williams paid a fine of $12.15 
and Oross gave a check for $24.30 
for his fine and Fog. 

All protested against their ar- 
rest. since that law did not appear 
.on the laws listed on their hunt- 
ing licenses. They were informed, 
Oross said, that the law had been 
put into force three days before, 
and that notification had been giv- 
en in the county papers. 

Earty Monday morning, however, 
Oross stopped payment on his 
check. As a result, he and Fog 
were arrested by St. Louis police 
Saturday night and turned over to 
the Sheriff of Lincoln County, who 
took them back to Troy, where they 
found an additional charge of tres- 
passing had been placed against 
them. Their fines and costs to- 
taled $38.90. 

Fog paid $17 of his fine and was 
permitted to send a check for the 
balance—Oross refused to pay his 
fine and went to jail. Bond was 
fixed at $250 at a preliminary hear- 
ing Monday, Dec. 8 but he did 
not make it and returned to jail. 
After four nights in jail he told 
the Sheriff he would plead guilty 
and pay his fine if given an oppor- 
tunity to get the -unds. 

“The Sheriff let me out of jail 
Thursday,” Oross said, “and I told 
him I would either go to Troy 
Saturday and pay my fine or else 
send it to him Sunday or Mon- 
day.” Oross was seeking legai 
advice yesterday. 

When he appeared before a jus- 
tice of the peace after being 
brought from St. Louis last Satur- 
day night Oross related that the 
Justice referrci to the check on 
which he had stopped payment and 
said, Tou ar a weilsher. Would 
you welsh that way on a card 
game? “Yes, if the cards were 
stacked against me“, Oross replied. 

The Sheriff said that since the 
arrest of the St. Louisans informa- 
tion concerning the law had been 
broadcast by radio.
